National Farmers Co- operative Ltd (NAFCO) has 
requested for "Gov.in" Domain name to DeitY and on same matter Department of 
Agriculture and cooperation vide their office Memorandum dated 08.09.2014 
informed that the cooperative societies registered under the provision of MSCS Act. 
2002 are autonomous cooperative organizations accountable to their members and 
these are not organization under Government of India hence not entitled for gov.in 
domain. 

4. Department of Agriculture and cooperation also informed that earlier allotment 
ot gov.in" to NAFCO by DeitY led to misuse by the above society and the same are 
being investigated by CBI in case no. RC1201213A0022.

2. MeitY has issued a Guideline vide file No. L-13/14/2014-IGD dated 06.04.2015 for 
allocation of Registration of GOV.IN.

3. In this guideline educational, academic and research institutes are not covered in 
any of the category defined in the guideline as they are recommended to apply for 

EDU.IN, AC.IN and RES.IN domains. Similarly all organizations nominated by Ministry 
of Defence should hold the MIL.IN. Hence the organizations belongings to these 
categories are not allocated "GOV.IN" domains. Further public sector undertakings 
(PSUs) are also not allowed the GOV.IN domain under the aforesaid Policy/Guideline.

4. Secretary, MeitY has approved to discontinue the domains issued to PSUs. 

However PSUs like Food Corporation of India (FCI) and Odisha State Beverage 
Corporation (OSBC) have requested for existing "GOV.IN"domain registry of fci.gov.in 
and osbc.gov.in respectively and for their continuance with a contention that such 
advised migration to other alternate domain is time consuming and cumbersome. 

5. Goods and Service tax Network (GSTN) is a Section 25 (not for profit), non- 
Government, private limited company has also been allotted domain name gst.gov.in 
on the direction of Secretary, MeitY. 

6. In view of the above the intra-departmental (comprising members from MeitY, 

NIXI and NIC) committee meeting held on 14 th Oct 2016 under the chairmanship of 

DDG (Legal, NIC) has proposed the followings: 

a. The organizations already obtained and using GOV.IN domain under the 
category of PSUs, Educational, Academic and Research before the aforesaid 
Policy/Guideline are in place may be allowed to continue the existing domain 
name in GOV.IN. Furthermore new proposals/requests (if any) for GOV.IN 
domain to this categories will not be entertained anymore by the authorised 

Registrar (NIC). 

b. The Educational, Academic, Research and organizations recommended by the 

Ministry of Defence will be strictly registered in EDU.IN, AC.IN, RES.IN and 

MIL.IN respectively as per the policy/Guideline. 

c. All attached offices/Directorates/ Boards/ Undertakings/ Public Sector 
Enterprises (PSEs)/Projects/Schemes/Events/Committees belonging to a state 
or Central Government Department and holding a third -level domain under 

GOV.IN will be allocated a sub domain i.e. Fourth level domain. 
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d. In addition to the above, it was also proposed to empower the committee on 
the following two points so as to facilitate the aforesaid empowered 
committee to take appropriate and timely decisions on : 

(i) The policy/Guideline should also contain specific clause(s) of 

empowering the committee to permit or cancel renewals (the current 
guidelines is silent on renewals and the committee presently handles 
many renewal requests) 

(ii) The policy guideline should also contain specific clause(s) of 

empowering the committee to take action on registered GOV.IN 
domains which are not used or not functioning. 


7. NIC is proposing to have necessary amendments may kindly be made in the 
Policy/Guideline to accommodate the aforesaid provisions as per para 6 above.

Kind attention is invited to “Guidelines for Allocation of registration under .GOV.IN 
Domain name” issued by this office vide F.No. L-13/14/2014-IGD dtd. 06.04.2015 
(copy placed on file at p135-137c). 

2. The said guidelines have been formulated after a meeting forexmining the 
guidelines for Allocation of Domain Names under GOV.IN had been held on 14 th 
November,2014 (p45c). In the minutes of the meeting it has been stated that it had 
been agreed that the domains under .GOV.IN would be allocated only if the day to day 
activities of the applicant are controlled by the Government. However this fact 
somehow seems to have got omitted at the time of notifying the guidelines and does 
not find mention in the body of the guidelines. 

3. In view of the foregoing, it is suggested that we may consider adding the following 
text to Para 2 of the above guidelines namely “Guidelines for allocation of registration 
under .GOV.IN domain 


“ As such, those organizations , agencies or bodies which are though created by 
Government or by virtue of any statute but whose day to day activities are not 
controlled or managed or monitored by Government will not be registered with 
.GOV.IN domains". 


4. Furthermore, the issue of difference between what can be considered as “residual 
applications" and how are these different from “rejected applications" has not been 
defined in these Guidelines. As such it is felt that this issue also needs to be clarified 
which is another aspect which may need to be looked into. 


5. Finally, there are reports of several instances wherein the applicants have reserved 
the domain names but have neither developed any websites nor operationalized those 
domains. Likewise there are several of these domains which may even have 
developed their websites, however they are not adhering to the guidelines brought out 
by this Ministry regarding Indian Government websites, which is another aspect which 
may need looking into. Thus, there may also be a need to refer to some appropriate 
provisions within these guidelines which subject these domains to an independent 
review process through some government empanelled agencies like ERNET etc. to 
assess the extent to which they are in conformity with this Ministry’s guidelines and 
any other instructions issues by the Government of India from time to time so that this 
aspect maybe taken into account at the time of renewal of these domains by NIC.
